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DETAILED ACTION 

This application contains sequence disclosures that are 
encompassed by the definitions for nucleotide and/or amino acid 
sequences set forth in 37 CFR 1.821(a) (1) and (a) (2) . However, 
this application fails to comply with the requirements of 37 CFR 
1.821 through 1.825 for the reason (s) set forth below or on the 
attached Notice To Comply With Requirements For Patent 
Applications Containing Nucleotide Sequence And/Or Amino Acid 
Sequence Disclosures . 

The numerous amendments made to the original sequence 
listings and CRFs is confusing. For example the sequence listing 
submitted on 8/14/01 contains only 135 sequences. On 7/18/03 the 
sequence listing was amended deleting Seq. ID. 10, as being 
duplicative of Seq* ID. 9 (see the accompanying REMARKS of page 
9, 7/18/03) . On 10/21/03 , the sequence listing was again amended 
reinserting Seq. ID. 10. A new Sequence Listing was submitted on 
6/14/04 adding Seq. ID. Nos. 136-137 (note 136 has been deleted 
and replaced by 95, see page 2 of 2/26/03 Office action). The 
Sequence Listing on 1/30/05 added sequences up to 161. While the 
Sequence Listing has been amended at numerous times however, the 
specification has not been amended accordingly. Thus, the 
numerous amendments to the sequences present great confusion, as 
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to tie correct sequence listing that corresponds to those 
present in the as-filed specification.
